PRESENT REGULATIONS R E L A T I N G , T O THE C E R T I F I C A T I O N OF F L I G H T R A D I O 
OPERATORS DO N O T ' P R E S C R I B E ANY P E R I O D O F ' V A L I D I T Y FOR MEDICAL c e r t i f i c a t e s 
FOR : .THESE 'airmen,, NOR ARE THEY P R O H I B I T E D F RORA PERFORMING T H E I R ' D U T I E S ' 
DURING a P E R I O D O F ANY KNOWN P H Y S I C A L , D E F I C I E N C Y vjhich WOULD RENDER THEM 
UNABLE TO MEET THE P H Y S I C A L REQUIREMENTS, P R E S C R I B E D FOR THE I S S U A N C E .OF 
T H E I R CURRENTLY E F F E C T I V E MEDICAL C E R T I F I C A T E S , . . A L S O , THESE AIRMEN ARE 
NOT REQUIRED TO HAVE T H E I R AIRMAN OR MEDICAL C E R T I F I C A T E S I N T H E I R PERSONAL 
POSJ^SSION. .whi le E X E R C I S I N G T H E privi lege* of SUCH C E R T I F I C A T E S AND ARE NOT 
REQUIRED T O PRODUCE thesV C E R T I F I C A T E ' S AT THE "REQUEST O F PROPER A U T H O R I T Y . 

The PURPOSE OF T H I S AMENDMENT I S TO REQUIRE AN AIRMAN HOLDING A F L I G H T 
RADIFP OPERATOR > « E ! R B I F I C A T E TO MEET^ ANNUALLY, THE MEDIC AL STANDARDS, P R E ­
S C R I B E D FOR SUCH C E R T I F I C A T E , AND to P R O H I B I T H I M FROM SERVING AS A F L I G H T 
R A D I O OPERATOR -WHEN H I S P H Y S I C A L C O N D I T I O N U S L E S S THAN THE REQUIREMENTS o f 
H I S E F F E C T I V E MEDICAL - C E R T I F I C A T E . . The AMENDMENT V D L L ALSO REQUIRE THE, 
AIRMAN TO HAVE H I S AIRMAN AND MEDICAL C E R T I F I C A T E S I N H I S PERSONAL P O S S E S - ' 
S I O N AT ALL "TIMES WHILE E X E R C I S I N G THE P R I V I L E G E S O F THE AIRMAN C E R T I F I C A T E , 
AND to PRESENT THESE C E R T I F I C A T E S t o THE PROPER AUTHORITY UPON R E Q U E S T . 

I N T E R E S T E D PERSONS HAVE B E E N AFFORDED AN O P P O R T U N I T Y TO P A R T I C I P A T E 

I N THE MAKING O F T H I S AMENDMENT, AND DUE C O N S I D E R A T I O N HAS BEEN G I V E N to 
ALL RELEVANT MATTER P R E S E N T E D . 

I N CONSIDERATION OF THE FOREGOING THE C I V I L AERONAUTICS BOARD HEREBY 
AMENDS PART 33 O F THE C I V I L A I R REGULATIONS (1U C F R , Part 33) E F F E C T I V E

1« B Y WADDING A NEW § 33.13 TO READ AS F O L L O W S : 

33*13 C E R T I F I C A T E , NO I N D I V I D U A L SHALL SERVE I N THE F L I G H T CREW A S 
A FLIGH'T" R'ADIE OPERATOR UNLESS HE 'HAS' I N " HI'S" PERSONAL P O S S E S S I O N iNhile *SO 
SERVING A V A L I D F L I G H T R A D I O OPERATOR C E R T I F I C A T E I S S U E D B Y THE A D M I N I S T R A T O R . 
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2. By adding a new 1 33.14 to read as follows: 

33.14 Medical certificate and renewal. No individual shall 
exercise the privileges of a flight radio operator certificate unless 
he has in his personal possession while so serving a'medical certif i­
cate or dther evidence satisfactory to the Administrator showing that 
he has met the physical requirements appropriate to his certificate 
within the preceding 12 calendar months. 

3« By adding a new I 33.15 to read as follows: 

33.15 Certificate display. A flight radio operator shall, upon 
request, present his airraan.and medical certificates for.examination 
by any representative of the Civil Aeronautics Board or Administrator 
or by any State or local law. enforcement officer. 

4 . By adding a new I 33.J.6 to read as follows: 

33.16 Operation during physical deficiency.. Mo flight radio op­
erator shall exercise the privileges of his airman certificate during 
any period of known physical deficiency or increase in physical de­
ficiency which would render him unable, to meet the physical require­
ments prescribed for the issuance of his currently effective medical 
certificate.
